two million dollars and their program 
was to deluge and corrupt all the doubt- 
ful states, if any exist, a few days before 
election.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—William A. 


Richardson, chkf justice of the court of 
claims, and ex-secretary of the treasury, 
died at his home this morning, aged 74 
years. 
He had been ill some months 


from a complication of diseases and ow- 
ing to his advanced age, his death had 
been generally expected. 


Judge Richardson, who had a distin- 


guished career, wasborn atTyngsborough, 
this state. At 21 he graduated irora the 
law department at Harvard and at 46 
edited the annual supplements to the 
general statutes of Massachusetts. He 
was a judge of probate and insolvency 
from 1868 to 1872, and in 1889 he became 
assistant secretary if tb.3 treasury. 


He went to Europe as financial agent 


for the government in 1871 and negotiated 
the first contract abroad for the sale of 
bonds. He became secretary of the treas- 
ury in 1873, resigning in 1874 to accept a 
seat on the bench of tbe court of claims. 
He was made chief justice in 1885, which 
he held till his death.

SCHOOLS 
OVERCROWDED. 


Not Room Enough at 
the Bsaver and 


Church Street schools. 


The steady and rapid growth of the 


city makes a good deal of hustling neces- 
sary to keep the school accomodations up 
to the demand. The Beaver school now 
has an attendance of seventy-five, an in- 
crease of twenty-two over last year. The 
little building was overcrowded before, 
it having accommodations for only fifty 
pupils, and more room will have to be 
Provided for the school as soon as pos- 
sible. The enlargement of the Beavjr 
mill has brought m.iny new residents to 
that part of the city, and .11 all prob- 
ability the school will be much more 
increased. The attendance at the eve- 
ning school is fitty and undoubtedly a 
new school house will have to be erected 
in the near future. The day pupils are 
now divided and each lot attend half the 
time. 


From present indications, the enlarge- 


ment of the Church street school cannot 
be long deferred. The attendance there 
is 425, an increase of ninety-six over last 
year. When the building is enlarged tho 
present part will be duplicated, in accord- 
ance with the original plan. 


The increased attendance in all the 


public schools is nearly 509, and so it will 
be seen that the city has not yet reached 
a point where it can stop extending the 
facilities. 


Bad Pirc in Stamford.

uld Buxton." 


Charles Wright was a jolly good boy, 


full of fun, always so good natured and 
kind hearted no one could get angry at 
his pranks. He lives in Pittsfield now. A 
few years ago when I was in that city a 
grave, scholarly looking man was pointed 
out to me as Charlie Wright. I gazed at 
him and tried to see some looks of the 
fun-loving boy I remembered sc well, but 
in vain. As I looked at him I wondered 
it that dignified, staid looking man was 
ever the boy that sent a valentine to a 
Buxton girl that read like this:

was to make the teacher look black in the 
face, as we called it, for when he was 
angry he never spoke, but he would look 
dreadful. 


The old red school house has been 


moved upon the hillside, and there it 
stands windowless,looking quite forsaken, 
and it will soon be no more. Many of the 
old-time scholars have passed away, and 
the rest are growing old, but as long as 
one of us lives old Buxton will hold a 
warm place in out- hearts. 1 hope no one 
will think these sketches are like the 
'ittle brook and will keep running forever 
as this is. the last I shall virite.

EolJ,iml, tho famous New York corio- 
ppondeut, pays HOI) lawyers havo organ- 
ized a sound money lawyers' organiza- 
tion. Those lawyers aro against (he 
free coinage plank of the Chicago plat- 
form, but it is the other principles con- 
tained in the platform which cause tho 
lawyers oven more anxiety than the prop- 
osition to open the mints to free silver. 
General Harrison suggested that anxiety 
when in his Carnegie hall address he 
began with an allusion to tho snprente 
courtplankof the Chicago platform aud 
then devoted a considerable part of his 
sp-'ich to a clear exposition of {he ex- 
tri'ino revolutionary nature of that 
plank, as ho did also to the kindred 
plank which denounces the interference 
of tho federal courts to prevent violence 
and intimidation and tho use of federal 
troops to prctfct tho mails, the lives 
and property of citizens of the United 
States and interstate commerce. 


"Tho opinion prevails among tho 


leading members of the bar here," says 
Holland, "that the free silver agitatiou 
is really only nu incident or a temporary 
makeshift in this campaign, which has 
a social and political revolution iu the 
true meaning of that term in view. It 
is recalled that such free silver advo- 
cates as Bland have confessed that they 
regard free silver as merely a stepping 
stone to an irredeemable paper currency, 
and that Bryan himself IB on record as 
favoring for the permanent currency of 
this country issues of paper money with 
nothing but the faith of the government 
back of it, 


"Tho question which lawyers have 


discussed hero is this: Precisely what 
is the programme of the leaders of this 
new agitatiou? What do they want to 
do, and how clu they propose to accom- 
plish their purposes? Bryan's speeches 
have been read with the utmost care by 
such men as Peckham, Coudert, Seward, 
Butler, Boot, Fox and other leaders of 
our bar, to discover if possible exactly 
in what way he proposes to remedy tho 
wrongs of which he complains with so 
much vague vehemence. 


"So far they have been unable to dis- 


cover iu any of Bryan's speeches a sin- 
gle clear statement of the manner in 
which the remedies which he proposes 
shall ba formulated into law, excepting, 
of course, the opening of the mints by 
law to the free coinage of silver. There 
is not a hint of the manner in which he 
proposes to readjust the supreme court 
to what ho calls the new needs and in- 
fluences of the time. He has, it is true, 
declared that he wonld not send federal 
troops into any state to suppress disorder 
unless requested by the governor or tho 
legislature of that state. He has sug- 
gested that he approves tho passage of 
a law limiting the power of the courts 
to enjoin labor organizations and trans- 
ferring from a judge to a jury the right 
of determining contempt proceedings. 
But ho has, either willfully or else bc- 
causo he has no clear idea of tho legal 
formula which will be necessary to 
bring about the reforms he eceks, re- 
fr.iiijed frou> suggesting the manner in 
winch these reforms are to bo accom- 
plished. 


"Ex-Judge Davis, speaking of this 


recently, said that, when the Repub- 
lican party began its career its purpose 
v, as set forth with the clearness and ex- 
plicjnifsa of a judicial opinion. It pro- 
posed simply to prevent too extension of 
slavery into any territory of tho United 
Scales—a purpose which would bo uc- 
coiupJibhcd liy u brief statute law. But 
today tljo majority of those, at least in 
tlie cast, who are acting with the free 
silver party have not tho slightest con- 
ception oi the, manner, in which tho al- 
leged reforms which Bryan eo passion- 
ately calls for may be effected. 
It has 


been irnpossibje until within afew days 
to get what lawyers tegarcl as a clear 
and satisfactory statement of tho pur- 
poses of tho Popoorutie party, in case it 
be successful. 


"They have at last obtained some in- 


timation, sot forth with theexpliciturss 
aud clearness of judicial treatment by 
Judge Clark of North Carolina, esteem- 
ed by many to be the ablest member of 
the Populist pwty, and last spring n 
favorite candidate for the presidential 
nomination of that party of a largo 
number of Populists. It is thought by 
lawyers here to bo the real propaganda 
ol' tho abler men who are behind Bryan, 
nnd it i.s welcomed as u tangible, .cou- 
oiso aud definite statement of principles 
and tho legal manner in which they sro 
to bo sot forth as law if the Popocratio 
party gains coznpleto control of tho gov- 
ernment. 


"Tliosa lawyers hero who havo read 


this statement of principles aud of pro- 
posed legislation or change of the or- 
ganic law do not hesitate to say that it 
simply contemplates absolute revolution 
in tho American form of government. 
Some of the purposes are entertained by 
many persons %vho wonld shrink with 
horror fiom associating with this revo- 
lutionary pnvfy, as, for instance, the 
election ci Benafors by popular vote, the 
extension of the presidential term to six 


yera's, and even the election of the pres- 
ident by a popular vote. Those, it is 
thought, are questions of expediency 
rather than of vital principle. But an- 
other proposition—that the veto power 
be abolished—is looked upon as a revo- 
lutionary abolishment of an important 
and rarely abused presidential power. 
It clearly means dint it is the purpose 
of tho Popocratio party absolutely to 
control legislation without any check 
from tho executive or from tha supremo 
court 


"It is aiso the purposfl of the Popo- 


cratic party to reach the supreme court 
by changing the manner of appointment 
HIM! by limiting tho term to a certain 
number of years. The judges aro to bo 
elected for n fixed term. That, of course, 
involves a change in the organic law, 
aad it is the intention of thislSew party 
to persevere until this change shall bo 
accomplished. It is this proposition 
which contains tho mcst revolutionary 
of the purposes oi the party. Thare is 
not a lawyer here who h® read of this 
purpose who hesitates to declare that 
if it be accomplished the value aud au- 
thority of the suprome court will bo 
greatly impaired. That brane^t of the 
government, as Mr. Coadert points out, 
bus been the saving institution of the 
republic, in the upiiiioii of all the Eu- 
ropean students of the American form 
of government from Do Tocqnevillo 
down to Bryco. 


"The inevitable result would ba to 


take from the snprenitAeourt in fact, if 
not in nauio, the power to determine 
constitutional questions, and, with the 
veto power abrogated', the initiative, as 
well as the final authority of legislation, 
wonld be in congress. With tho senate 
elected by the people, practically within 
tho immediate control of the people, tho 
president orippled and the supreme 
court subordinated, those conservative 
checks which the experience of other re- 
publics taught the fathers of our own 
were necessary for tlio preservation of a 
republican democracy wonld bo abol- 
ished. It is only within a few weeks 
that the bar of this city and state has 
fully appreciated the full scope of tho 
revolutionary purpose which is in the 
Chicago plaform. And today it is safe 
to say that the momentous gravity of 
this threatened political 
revolution 


causes far more anxiety than the mere 
proposition to open the mints to the free 
coinage of silver. Mr. Coudert aees be- 
hind it a movement in favor of almost 
pure democracy. 


"In fact, it was pointed out by ex- 


Judge Davis, for many years chief jus- 
tice of the supreme court* and an able 
jurist, that another confessed purpose of 
the Popocratic party, as stated by Judge 
Clark, is of itself convincing proof that 
something like pure democracy is the 
ultimate aim of the Popocratic party. 
For Judge Clark says that the party 
will, if in control of congress, so legis- 
late as to pass over to the government 
the ownership of all trunk lines of rail- 
way and the telegraph. Of course, there 
are some incidental purposes, as, for in- 
stance, imposition of an income tax— 
not restrained, as wonld be anyone now 
constitutionally levied, so as to be free 
from discrimination—so as to confiscate 
by taxation as large a portion of the 
property of those who have possession 
na any congress might sea fit There 
would also be legislation which would 
prevent probably any combination of 
capital such as has made the industrial 
development of the United States pos- 
sible and so splendidly advanced since 
the civil war. 


"It is this appreciation of the momen- 


tous gravity of the purposes which are 
really animating the 
revolutionary 


movement that induced Justices Brown 
and Clement to decline renomination 
for the supreme court bench, declina- 
tions which will probably be followed 
by several others. The free 
coinage 


proposition, if it stood alone and were 
the single issue of the Popocratio party, 
might not have impelled these jurists to 
take this step. 


"Bat they see, as the abler lawyers of 


tlio bar have seen within a few weeks, 
and, especially since Judge Clark's ar- 
ticle was published, have been fully 
able to understand, that free silver is 
only an incident, almost a mask for the 
real purposes of this party." 


Honesty In the South. 


A canvass of the views of southern 


manufacturers and business men made 
by the Baltimore Manufacturers' Rec- 
ord shows •oaly 15 out of 151 from 
•whom replies were received favoring 
free silver cohmg*e; a few are doubtful, 
and 124 pronounce themselves as dead 
against free coinage. There is nothing 
surprising in this. In proportion as the 
men interviewed represent the solvent 
and intelligent part of the community 
will the responses for sound money pre- 
ponderate. 
Bankrupts hope that the 


chaos incident to 'a change of money 
standard will help them. Tho foolish 
favor it because they are foolish, silver 
mine owners favor it from interest, and 
would be repudiationifits from dishon- 
est motives. But the h'aiesty and intel- 
ligence of the country, north and south, 
ara against it, and we oelieve that they 
constitute a big majority.—Philadel- 
phia Press.

estimate for the running expenses of 
Uv V*'AT office in IVabhing'tou is $1,404,- 
LMu. showing » reauetum in the annual 
L-xpenbes lor salaries and contingencies 
in that office of $621,942 from the esti- 
mates of four years ago. The other 
estimates ia detail are as follows: 
Pay of the army, as fixed by law, 
£H,523.880.15; subsistence of the army, 
(51.659,837.50; quartermaster's supplies, 
62,200,000; incidental expenses of the 
army, 8600,000; barracks and quarters, 
including hospital construction, SS36,-

S«a Coant Defense. 


The estimate for fortifications and 


S'-acoast defense has been increased 
to $15.324,293. In connection with hU 
e timate Secretary Lament has maile 
pi'blic the following statement of the 
condition of his work; On the first of 
July, 1803, but one modern gun had 
been placed in position. On the first 
of July, 1897, we shall have completed 
defenses with armament as follows: 
'1 hirteen 13-inch, thirty-seven 10-inch, 
eight S-inch and lour rapid-fire guns 
and eighty 12-inch mortars. For the 
t lie fifteen years preceding 1890 no ap- 
propriations had been made for engi- 
neering work on our permanent coast 
defenses, except the small and steadily 
decreasing sum annually allowed for 
the "protection, preservation and re- 
pair" of existing work which, though 
cbbolete as a main reliance, had been 
so incorporated in the modern defen- 
sive projects as to play an important 
r nxiliary part. In 1890 was made the 
l.rst appropriation ($1,221,000) for|mod- 
crn gun and mortar batteries, followed 
by one of 9750,000 in 1891 and by an- 
other of »300,000 in 1892. 


What the Guns Cam Do. 


The guns and mortars are of Ameri- 


can design and American manufacture, 
then and now more powerful, caliber 
for caliber, than any carried on ship- 
board. The extreme range of an. 8- 
inch gun is 9% miles, of a 10-inch gun 
11H miles and of a 12-inch gun 13 
miles,. 
The 12-inch breech-loading 


mortar fires a projectle weighing 1,000 
pounds, and attains a range of 5 miles 
for the cast iron mortar and of 6 miles 
for the all-steel mortar. 
From the 


earliest model of the 8-inch breech- 
loading ritte 10 shots were fired at a 
target 3,000 yards, or nearly IJi miles 
distant. The centres of all the shot 
holes struck within a circle of GH feet 
diameter, while the energy developed 
by the projectile was greater than that 
ever before attained by any gun of the 
>ame calibre. 
Subsequently, with a 


gun of the same caiiore manufactured 
at the government gun factory, four 
out of five shots fired at a range of one 
mile struck within a rectangle of 20 
inches by 21 inches. Of eight f>hots 
fired at a range of 3,000 yards bix 
struck within an area of 18 inches by 
iS inches. 


Favorable Snowing. 


Seventeen out of 31 13-ineh emplace- 


ments, 55 out of 60 10-inch emplace- 
ments, 20 out of 25 8-inch emplace- 
ments, 14 out of 16 rapid-fire gun 
emplacements and 92 out of 158 12-inch 
mortar emplacements have been en- 
tirely provided for during the last four 
years, and 'hat during the same time a 
large part of those previously provided 
for have been prepared to receive their 
Rrmament. For this favorable showing 
much is due to the- liberality ot con- 
gress at its recent session. The nrin- 
ber of emplacements provided by 1hc 
act of June u, 1S06, is just 10 in excess 
of the total provided by all preceding 
appropriations. The progress in ariua- 
r-znt has, been equally satisfactory. 
During the calendar year I'lO.i, there 
had been completed at the army gnu 
factory, the West Point foundry, and 
the Bethlehem Iron works a total ol 
84 8-inch, 20 10-inch and 9 17-inch guns 
and 43 13-inch mortars. Subsequently, 
but prior to the fortifications wi ot 
June 6, 1896, these totals were raised 
to 61 8-inch, 56 10-inch and 21 13-inch 
yuns and 60 12-inch mortars completed, 
while there were 37 8-inch, 35 10-inch 
and 29 12-inch guns in process of con- 
struction.

binders of the Chinese colony in this 
city are waiting for a relaxation of 
police vigilence to inaugurate a reign 
of terror. The Chinato\vn police squad 
has been so largely increased of late 
that the Highbinders are afraid to take 
any openly concerted action, hut many 
murderous plans are said to be on foot 
as a result of the efforts of Pung Yung 
Hang, the Chinese consul, to break up 
the See Yups, reputed to be the most 
lawless and desperate of the Highbin- 
ders cabals. The president and vice- 
president of the four companies com- 
prising the See Ynp society are reported 
to be in hiding, having learned that 
their death warrants have been signed 
by the Highbinders of their society, and 
that to assassins have been assigned 
the work of killing the officers. The 
Highbinders accuse their officials of 
treachery in having signed a treaty of 
peace with the officers of opposing 
societies, pursuant to orders from the 
Chinese minister at Washington. The 
Chinese are furious at the consul for 
tho destruction ol Highbinder rooms 
and Josses. 


Scotland Yurd Under a Cloud. 


London, Oct. 19.—The home secre- 


tary, Sir Matthew White-Ridley, has 
expressed in decided terms his views as 
to the mismangement in the case ol 
the so-called dynamite conspirators. 
That there has been gross bungling 
somewhere is evident, and it is not im- 
probable that the resignation of ona 
or two of the leading officials at Scot- 
land Yard will be announced before 
the last is heard of the "brilliant cap- 
tures" of Tynan and his friends. More- 
over, the matter will certainly be 
brought before parliament.
